Objectors to be Offered Return 
of Their Money.

“l[day morning, but the officers, it is 


said, are prepared to face any storm 
that may arise. 

“We shall fully explain the situa- 
tion,” said Carleton A. Wheeler, 


financial secretary, last night, “and 
shall then offer to return to any 
teachers who are still dissatisfied the 
$2 they have paid for the annual 
membership, if they so desire, and 
let them withdraw from the asso- 
ciation.” 

Although Article 2, Section 1, of 
the constitution of the association 
clearly states that the annual fee for 
membership shall be $1 per annum, 
it was stated by officers of the asso- 
ciation last night that the board of 
directors is a legally incorporated 
body, and that it has full power, in 
iteelf, to fix the fee at such figure as 
it may determine, regardless of a 
vote by the council of education or 
the direct vote of the four sections 
comprising the whole n. 
This it has dote. — 

MISAPPREHENSION. 

Officers of the southern section 
claim to have been working under 
a misapprehension of this power 
when receipts for the $2 member- 
ship fee were issued wii! the pro- 
viso: “One dollar of which is con- 
tingent upon favorable action by the 
convention in December.” It is now

“The title of the book, ‘Science and 
Health With Key to the Scriptures,’ 
gives notice that the purpose of the 
book is to prove not only that health 
is & matter of science or knowledge, 
that is to say mental, but that the 
mentality that truly heals is not the 
human mind but the infinite intel- 
ligence, God, and that the provable 
knowledge or that fact ts to be ob- 
tained through the unlocking or 
unfolding of the Scriptures. The 
student is not required to accept 
anything simply because Mrs. Eddy 
says it. This needs to be stated, be- 
cause humanity has been influenced 
to consider all things religious as 
more or less dogmatic, whereas 
true Freligion is the realization of 
man’s individual relationship with 
his maker, with no self-constituted 
human authorit” set up between. 
One who would gain quickly the 
largest benefit from his study of 
this book will do well to remember 
that it is not a philosophical essay 
but a scientific text-book, and there- 
fore offers not a’ theory to be argued 
but a method to be tried and judged 
by results. The keynote of Christian 
Science is demonstration. 

ADVICE TO THE SEEKER. 


“One of the surest ways to post- 
pone the day of your getting some- 
thing helpful out of the Christian 
Science text-book is to refuse to try 
to put any of its teachings into prac- 
tiee until you have mastered &li of 
them. I recall in my own experience 
with the study of this book, how long 
it was before I awoke to the fact 


that I had been spending most of my | 


time trying to get hold of things I 
did not understand, instead of trying 
to use the things that were perfectly 
clear to me. A simple fllustration 
has helped me to correct this fault. 
Suppose I enter a large department 
store to make some purchases. On 
the shelves and counters all about 
me I see hundreds of articles that 
do not seem to meet any present need 
of mine, and many that I should be 
puzzied to regard as of value to any- 
one. Shall I stop to consider alli 
these things and try to figure out 
why they are there and what they 
could mean to the patrons of the 
place? ‘Of ghall I depart in anger 
or discouragement, declaring I will 
have nothing more to do with an 
establishment that deals in goods 
for which I can see no need? Of 
course, I will do nothing of the sort. 
If I consider at all the things that 
mean nothing to me, it may be 
merely to recall that the: manage- 
ment is meeting the needs of an en- 
tire community, and that everything 
offered may be of some use to some- 
one. It may occur to me also that my 
own needs may change, and that 
when I come again I may creatly ap- 
preciate some of these very articles. 
For the present, however, I shall 
take the things I know I need and 
put them to the use for which I 
know thew are intended. If you will 
go to the Christian Science textbook 
as you would go to the department 
store, bent on obtaining that which 
is manifestly good for you, and with 
no time to waste in puzzling over 
things whose value does not at once 
appear, I am sure you will be sur- 
prised to find how much of Christian 
Science is immediately available. 
VICTORY OVER DRINK. 

“An example of the effect of 
wrong thinking is the victim of the 
disease known as intemperance. His 
material body appears to have been 
educated to desire artificial stimula- 
tion. Nothing of the kind actually 
has occurred. Education is a men- 
tal process, and desire is an 4a0- 
tivity of thought. A body composed 
of unthinking water and mindless 


t tissue could not have been educated 


to desire. So then, the inebriate’s 
big devil of so-called physica] crav- 
ing is only a figment of mistaken 
thinking. And so, by the way, are 
all devils. It was the greatest right 
thinker who denounced the personi- 
fication of evil as a self-constituted 
lie, utterly devoid of truth When 
the victim of drink begins to see 
how he has been deceived by the lie 
about physical appetite, he is in « 
fair way to further awakening. 
Having observed that craving is not 
Physical but mental, he sooner or 
later must look his problem sequare- 
ly in the face and ask himself, ‘How 
can I apply a material liquid to 4 
mental condition? How can e drink 
of whisky correct a wrong thought’ 

“Were we to trace the drinker'’s 
difficulty to its source, we would 
come to where he first began to look 
himself over and was not pleased 
with what he saw. It ie & common 
experience of mortals, and no doubt 
the verdict often is justified by the 
evidence. One who can take a 
thorough view of mortal self and 
not wish to quench the recollection 
somehow op other, surely is tn «a 
worse state than any drunkard. If 
you have observed those who drink, 
you may have noticed how often the 
illusion of intoxication t 
opposites of human conditions. He 
who is weak imagines himself 4 
marvel of strength, the pauper is 
prodigal with money, the timid 
grows bold, the silent one insists on 
being heard. All this is significant. 
It voices the inherent protest against 
the unnatural limitations that mark 
the human sense of existence. 
Something in the heart of man tells 
him he does not belong th such «a 
state. It tella truly. Man, in his 
real or spiritual selfhood, is the 
image and Mkeness of the true God. 
Dominion is his birthright. Any- 
thing short of that is property re- 
pugnant to him. We sympathize 
with the purpose of the drunkard. 
We regret only that he has sought 
to get out of intolerable conditions 
through oblivion instead of through 
intelligence. It is the same with 
those who seek forgetfulness In ex- 
cesses of money getting, socia] pleas- 
ure or intellectual diversion, or in 
sealous devotion to ceremonious 
sanctity. In the long run al) such, 
expedients will be found to have ag- 
gravated the conditions they were 
expected to relieve. 

“The simple fact ie that the hvu- 
man sense of self, from which we 
instinctively etruggie to be free. 
must be fairly and squarely met and 
mastered. Running away will not 
do. Nor may we hope to evade the 
issue by staving it off until death

Having tasted of the joy of his first 
emall victories over mistaken be- 
lief, he is glad to discard every 
makeshift that woula postpone the 
larger conflicts ahead. Thus, when 
the victim of drink or dru turns 
to Christian Science for Tete he 
finds, first, a aympathetic apprecia- 
tion of his yearning to get away 
from and unsatisfactory sense 
of self, and secondly a means by 
which this may be done, through the 
stimulus of right thinking instead of 
through intoxication. In place of the 
momentary respite of the debauch, 
with its remorsefu awakenings, 
Christian Science offers the per- 
manent freedom of an eniarging 
realization of man’s true being. from 
which there could be no desire to 
escape.

“Right thinking is the business 
man's best asset, his surest guaranty 
of success. There is a scientific rea- 
son why the so-called success that is 
built on deceit, fraud and greed fs 
not genuine success and brings to 
ite possessor no real happiness. The 
scientific reason is that the product 
of evil cannot be good, no matter 
how good it may appear for a time. 
The right thinker in business knows 
how to resist the subtie suggestions 
of a faise and unreal mentality that 
would justify a wrong act for the 
sake of a seemingly worth-while 
purpose. He knows how to build 
success on wisdom and fair dealing. 
Business to him is not a system of 
fattening on the weakness or cred- 
ulity of his neighbor, but a system 
of helpful service. It is generally 
agreed that business ethics today 
are on a higher plane than be- 
fore. Most of us can remember 
when the merchant in advertising 
his wares was not expected to tell 
the truth about them, when the 
trickery of the ‘hoses trade’ was 
more or less typical of trading in 
general, and scrupulous honesty was 
regarded, as distinctly not the best 
policy in business. The reasons for 
the improvement in commercial 
morals are not fully known to those 
who are unaware of the extent to 
which business men are turning 
quietly to Christian Science for the 
solution of their business probleme. 

“As an example of how the ideals 
of trade have risen, let me quote 
the words of a man of world-wide 
reputation for business success. In 
discussing the subject of salesman- 
ship recently he said:

The 
best salesman puts his ideals above 
his profita, in full confidence that 
profits will surely accrue to fine 
ideals intelligently executed.” 

“Buch a declaration from 4 
modern captain of industry means 
that the business man of today is 
catching a glimpse of the operation 
of divine law in business. He is be- 
gin to realize that the presence 
of #u qualities as justice, truth 
and love in a business transaction 
have a definite relation to ultimate 
success, and that the absence of 
such qualities will work eventual 
failure. The Christian Scientist in 
business not only knows that such 
results occur, but he has the ad- 
vantage of knowing why they occur 
and how he may avail himself of 
the operation of divine law in busi- 
ness in constantly increasing degree. 
He is a trained observer of mental 
conditions.

“This church maintains a board of 
lectureship, whose m tr en- 
deavor especially to meet the needs 
of those who may have little or no 
knowledge of Christian Science, but 
who wish to know whether it offers 
a practical way out of human ills of 
whatever sort. The extent of the 
reaching out in this direction is in- 
dicated by the fact that more than 
2900 lectures were heard lest year 
by approximately 1,690,000 persons, 
40,000 more than the year before. 
Another unique feature of the Chris- 
tlan Science movement its the free 
public reading-room maintained by 
each church. The expense is borne 
by the members in loving gratitude 
for the opportunity to make avail- 
able to their neighbors that which 
has brought health and happiness to 
themselves. The work of theread- 
ing-rooms is supplemented by hun- 
dreds of distribution committees 
through whom vast quantities of 
literature are sent wherever they 
are assured it will be welcome, The 
rpose of this distribution is not 
mere entertainment, nor even edu- 
cation in the ordinary sense, nor to 
win converts to the church. The 
study of Christian Science literature 
has healed the sick and reformed 
the sinner In thousands of well-au- 
thenticated cases, and those who 
promote such study are performing 
a distinct service to humanity. 
“Although

does not neglect ite humanitarian 
opportunities. In great public emer- 
geencies 
prompt and gererous, and its mem- 
bers usually are found to be doing

A SUBSTANTIAL MOVEMENT. 
“The Christian Science church fs 
a self-sustaining church. It makes 
no demands on the community at 
large. It builds handsome church 
edifices without solicitation of 
money from outsiders and with little 
or no such solicitation among its 
own members. It dedicates its 
churches free from debt. When the 
extension to The Mother Church 


was built a few years ago a brief 


annouricement was made of 
amount of money needed, and be- 
fore the edifice was ready for use it 
was necessary to request that no 
more money be sent in. as the fund 
of $2,000,000 was complete. 

“The demand for Christian Science 
literature requires constantly en- 
larging publication facilities. The 
up-to-date publishing-house-in Bos- 
ton now employs 600 persons.

culation, and quantities of other 
literature, some of it tm eleven 
languages. 


“T have spoken of the widespread 
development, rapid growth and sub- 
stantial character of the movement. 
not In a spirit of boastfulness, nor of 
unkindly comparison, but because of 
the value of such evidence of what 
Christian Science means to its ad- 
herents and to the world at large. 

“In this connection it may be 
helpful to know that thirty Ameri- 
can legislatures, as well as the 
President of the United States, have 
recognized the practice of Christian 
Sclence by providing that it shall 
not be subject to medical laws or 
regulations. In twelve of these in- 
stances the recognition of 
Science was given by ite name, In the 
others by description of its method.

I do not 
mean to imply that there is any lack 
of legal right to practice Christian 
Science in any of the other States.

BEAUTIFUL NEW THEATER HAS 
HOUSE WARMING.

A body doesn't say, now-a-days. 
“My dear, have you been to the 
opera’” One says, instead, “My 
degr, did you attend the opening of 
the Beatemall Picture House?” And 
even if you didn’t go, ten to one 
you'll look your interlocutor straight 
in the eye and says, “Yes.” 

Everybody—and his sisters and 
his cousins and his aunts, even his 
best girl and his prospective mother- 
in-law—wes present at the opening 
of the Kinema Theater, last Satur- 
day night.

When 
Mrs. McCan was refused permission 
to go to France with the American 
Red Cross, unless she went as a uni- 
formed nurse, and then only after 
passing the required examination, 
she went to England with Maude Al- 
len, the dancer. From the latter's 
home in the suburbs of London she 
visited al) the British points where 
wothen are used in the war work.
